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Year After Change 


A vear ago this week SSC’s Student Body approved the 
constitution that new governs the Associated Student or- 
ganization. When the document was approved by a majority 
of the voting student body last spring, the possibility of 
imperfection was acknowledged, but at the same time it 
appeared to be a marked improvement over the former. 

One of the major changes of the new constitution elim- 
jnated the five commissioners from voting membership on 
the Council. They were, in turn, replaced by coordinators 
and put on a separate board with three new members with 
the vice-president as their head. 

When any radical] change in government takes place 
without a test of the results, as in the case of the coord- 
inators, it is important to view the operation after it has 
been given trial. Just such an analysis was made this week 
when the members of the board of coordinators were asked 
te give their opinions of the new system as it has affected 
their particular representation in campus government.

Larry Voss, rally committee chairman, summed up his views by 
graying, “I feel that the rally committee warrants direct official repre- 
sentation on the Council because of the many activities in which the 
group participates.” He cited Article IV, Section 1, of the constitu- 
tion to support his claim 

The other two coordinators, Bill Wilson, cultural and world 
affairs. and Dick Markson, athleties, did not comment on the oper- 
ation because they had only recently been appointed to the positions. 

If any summary is to be made of the new coordinator 


system it would have to be that it needs revision, study 
and Counci) action.

Inadequate Facilities 


Recent election procedures at Sacramento State College 
have been notably below par. The facilities provided for 
voters certainly have not met the standards of those facili- 
ties provided in local and national elections, nor even those 
used by other colleges and universities. 

The use of a table, ballot box and open voting space is 
not conducive to the exercise of the voting privilege. Stu- 
dent voters often feel that their vote cannot be made in 
confidence when there are ro booths in which to take full 
advantage of the secret bailot. 

Another disadvantage of the present system is that 
polis, as set up at SSC, encourage campaigning at the polling 
place. As es in a recent queen contest, voters are 
exposed to passers-by, hangers-on and others’ whe do seme 
extra campaigning at the polls. 

If the proper voting equipment were provided to SS( 
voters, many more of them would make use of their voting 
privilege. The assurance of complete privacy in voting would 
lead to fairer elections and a larger turn-out of the electorate.
